BROUGHT BACK TO 
BRIEF RE-LIVING 


California Hiologist Ke- 
ports Limited Success 
of Ex periment 


Berkeley, Cain. March 17 — (AP> 
-T w o dead dogs brought back 
to 
life by the magic c>i science gave a 
doctor hop< today that hum an life 
may be restored 
Not that the goal Is immediately 
in sight. The operation was a pa r­ 
tial success but the two dogs died 
all over again. 
Dr. R o bo t E. Cornish, biologist 
of the University of California, d i­ 
rected the experiments 
yesterday. 
Hie dogs were 
asphyxiated

nitrogen gas an d pronounced dead.

adrenalin, 
heparin and oxygen were adminis- 
terd, combined with a ' teeter-to t­

were restored. One dog, » fox te r­ 
rier, lived again for four hours. A n­ 
other. aW> a terrier, came back for 
five hours .

showed the second dog, proclaimed 
dead from nitrogen gas at 12:34 P. 
M , started to live again nine m in ­ 
utes later as indicated by the first 
heart beats.

twitched, gave knee reflexes, mov­ 
ed its lip; and eye. 
At 4 P. M. the 
respiration and pulse approached 
norm al. An hour later the breath­ 
ing became labored and at 6 P M.
